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FOREWORD 


FOR  many  years  my  career  has  brought  me  into  the  closest  association 
with  objects  of  art,  especially  with  sculptures,  yet  I  have  never  ceased 
to  wonder  at  the  rapidity  of  the  spread  of  news  concerning  art.  Now,  again, 
a  most  vivid  instance  of  this  rapidity  has  occurred. 

A  few  weeks  ago  Mme.  Piazza-Chaigneau  notified  me  of  her  intention 
to  sell  at  auction  a  number  of  sculptures  from  her  collection.  She  wished 
to  consult  me,  as  has  been  her  habit,  in  regard  to  the  artistic  value  of  certain 
objects  in  her  possession.  I  considered  her  plans  for  the  sale  a  secret  of 
which  I  was  the  guardian,  but  I  was  quickly  to  learn  otherwise:  the  secret 
has  come  to  light.  A  number  of  amateurs  and  prominent  antiquaries  of 
Paris,  England,  Germany,  and  America  have  written  me  asking  my  advice 
about  Mme.  Piazza-Chaigneau's  collection.  If  the  news  of  the  sale,  still  un- 
official, has  interested  the  public  to  such  an  extent,  certainly  it  is  proof  that 
the  reputation  of  this  collection  of  sculpture  is  clearly  established. 

My  comment — which  I  feel  I  may  address  to  all  collectors — is  that 
I  think  well  of  the  collection,  very  well  indeed.  The  present  catalogue,  better 
than  anything  I  might  say  here,  gives  the  collection  its  proper  value.  It  is 
not  my  intention  to  add  in  this  place  to  the  details  which  make  up  my 
treatises  and  certificates,  but  I  should  like  to  portray  briefly  the  artistic  per- 
sonality of  the  lady  who  has  formed  this  collection. 

It  has  been  to  my  honor  and  pleasure  that  I  have  known  Mme.  Piazza- 
Chaigneau  for  a  number  of  years,  and  in  many  long  conversations  with  her 
I  naturally  have  acquired  a  first-hand  knowledge  of  her  aptitude  in  matters 
of  art.  She  possesses  to  the  highest  degree  the  quality  which  makes  great 
collectors.  Her  taste  has  a  natural  inclination  towards  the  finest,  which  she 
obeys  entirely.  Led  by  her  own  unerring  tendencies  she  has  surrounded 
herself  with  the  work  of  masters  of  various  theories  of  art,  such  as  Houdon, 
Clodion,  and  Pajou.  She  loves  these  objects,  she  appreciates  them  with  sure 
judgment,  and  in  all  her  collection  which  she  has  shown  to  me  I  have  never 
found  an  object  deserving  adverse  criticism.

INTRODUCTION 


THE  collection  of  Madame  Piazza-Chaigneau  is  essentially  an  artist's 
collection;  for  if  the  majority  of  the  great  collections  are  created  by  the 
whim  of  some  of  fortune's  favorites,  others  more  discreet  are  the  reward 
of  the  slow,  patient  quest  unfalteringly  pursued  in  search  of  beauty  as  ex- 
pressed in  plastic  rhythm.  No  one  was  ever  better  equipped  for  such  a  task 
than  Madame  Piazza-Chaigneau,  to  whom  Art  has  ever  been  the  synonym 
for  life. 

Herself  one  of  Europe's  most  famous  'cellists,  Marguerite  Chaigneau 
was  born  in  Barbizon.  Her  father,  Ferdinand  Chaigneau,  whose  landscapes 
and  paintings  of  sheep  won  him  world-wide  renown,  was  the  youngest  member 
of  the  colony  of  famous  painters  forming  what  was  later  to  be  known  as  the 
Barbizon  School,  and  Marguerite  Chaigneau  and  her  sisters  were  familiar 
from  their  earliest  childhood  with  the  witty  anecdotes  which  their  father  loved 
to  tell  concerning  the  great  artists  whom  he  had  known:  Corot,  Rousseau, 
Daubigny,  Millet,  Charles  Jacque,  Carpeaux,  and  Barye.  Later,  during  their 
brilliant  musical  career,  the  Chaigneau  sisters,  better  known  as  the  Chaigneau 
Trio,  never  failed  after  each  long  concert  tour  to  return  to  their  village  home, 
where  they  refreshed  themselves  in  the  peaceful  atmosphere  of  art,  nature, 
and  simplicity,  in  the  midst  of  which  their  happy  childhood  had  been  spent. 

Thus  sponsored  by  art  from  her  very  babyhood,  Marguerite  Chaigneau 
soon  learned  that,  sensitised  by  music,  the  soul  of  a  true  artist  responds  with 
a  particular  intensity  to  the  appeal  of  the  plastic  arts.  Surely  it  is  a  great 
privilege  to  discover  the  splendours  of  Velasquez,  of  Goya,  of  the  Greco  in 
the  Prado  of  Madrid;  but  it  is  truly  a  unique  experience  to  see  them  after 
having  triumphantly  interpreted  the  Trios  of  Beethoven  at  the  celebrated 
Sociedad  Filarmonica  of  Madrid.  Madame  Piazza-Chaigneau  has  innumer- 
able remembrances  of  this  kind  from  which  to  glean,  whether  it  be  the  first 
hearing  given  by  her  in  London  of  Faure's  Elegie,  now  so  famous — it  is 
associated  in  her  memory  with  the  treasures  of  the  Wallace  Collection — or 
whether  it  be  the  first  audition  of  the  chamber  music  of  Max  Reger  or  Vincent 
d'Indy,  which  are  inseparably  connected  for  her  with  the  grand  vision  of 
Rembrandt's  Night  Watch  in  Amsterdam  and  the  Christ  of  Antwerp. 

By  her  marriage  with  the  late  Henri  Piazza,  the  celebrated  French  art 


editor  so  renowned  for  his  taste  and  his  erudition,  Marguerite  Chaigneau's 
artistic  culture  received  a  still  further  impetus.  During  the  first  years  of  her 
married  life,  she  took  an  active  part  in  the  editing  of  the  Piazza  collection 
of  monographs  on  celebrated  artists,  such  as  Fragonard,  Watteau,  Boucher, 
Vigee  Lebrun,  Greuze:  works  of  the  highest  documentary  importance  and 
artistic  value,  now  out  of  print  and  exceedingly  rare.  While  in  Berlin,  where 
the  ex-Kaiser  himself  did  her  the  honor  of  his  collection  of  works  by  Watteau, 
Lancret,  and  Fragonard,  and  in  Dresden  where  she  visited  the  Albertina 
Museum,  Marguerite  Chaigneau-Piazza  never  failed  in  her  leisure  moments 
between  concerts  to  gather  precious  information  and  documents  for  the  Piazza 
Editions. 

During  the  sad  years  of  the  Great  War  which  interrupted  so  many 
musical  careers  Marguerite  Chaigneau,  who  loves  to  say  that  "work  is  the 
rhythm  of  life",  devoted  herself  to  important  musical  editions — thanks  to 
her,  many  musical  works  long  forgotten  in  dusty  old  tomes,  such  as  Vivaldi's 
Sonatas,  are  once  more  played  and  appreciated  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

After  having  founded  a  social  and  musical  work  which  had  been  her 
heart's  secret  desire  for  many  years,  a  work  which  is  proving  the  immeasurable 
possibilities  of  the  redemptive  power  music  can  exert  in  soul-healing,  Madame 
Piazza-Chaigneau  turned  to  the  study  of  that  branch  of  art  which  had  always 
attracted  her  most  deeply  after  music — namely,  sculpture. 

Thus  it  is  that  her  fine  collection  of  eighteenth  century  sculpture  is  the 
fruition,  so  to  speak,  of  a  life  consecrated  to  the  cult  of  Art  and  Beauty.  It 
presents  a  particular  interest  for  Americans,  as  Madame  Piazza-Chaigneau, 
on  whom  the  great  figures  of  American  history  have  exerted  an  almost 
romantic  attraction,  has  succeeded  in  collecting  several  plastic  portraits  of 
great  Americans  by  the  finest  masters  of  French  statuary  art  of  the  eighteenth 
century. 

The  most  important  object  of  her  collection  is  undoubtedly  the  plaster 
bust  of  George  Washington  (a  counterpart  of  which  is  in  the  Louvre)  bearing 
the  signature  of  Houdon  and  the  date  1786,  which  M.  Giacometti  declares 
has  been  retouched  by  Houdon  himself  and  is  of  perfect  and  authentic  anti- 
quity. Second  only  in  interest  is  an  exceedingly  rare  bronze  statuette  of  John 
Paul  Jones  by  Houdon,  whose  vigorous  interpretation  of  the  intrepid  hero 
presents  particular  interest  for  American  collectors. 

Madame  Piazza-Chaigneau  has  succeeded  in  grouping  several  busts  of 


Mirabeau,  who  thus  appears  in  curiously  different  moods  and  aspects  accord- 
ing to  the  vision  of  his  interpreters.  One  of  these  busts,  a  plaster  cast  by  an 
unknown  author,  is  recognised  by  Giacometti  as  being  the  only  plastic  portrait 
of  the  great  Revolutionary  taken  from  life.  Another  very  uncommon  represen- 
tation of  the  same  model  bears  the  signature  of  Houdon  and  differs  in  many 
details  from  the  model  in  the  Louvre. 

Houdon  is  again  represented  by  a  plaster  bust  of  Voltaire  which  comes 
from  the  collection  of  the  late  Premier  Waldeck-Rousseau  and  bears  the  stamp 
of  the  Houdon  Atelier;  also  by  a  pair  of  the  celebrated  bronze  statuettes,  Jean 
qui  Rit  and  Jean  qui  Pleure,  which  figured  in  the  Centenary  Exhibition  of 
Houdon  held  in  Paris  in  1928. 

Only  a  few  women  figure  in  Madame  Piazza-Chaigneau's  collection, 
but  they  are  charming!  One  is  an  exquisite  Young  Maiden  with  Vase,  a 
white  terre  de  Lorraine  statuette  by  Clodion  which  incarnates  the  delicate, 
voluptuous  grace  so  essentially  characteristic  of  this  great  artist.  Next  to 
this  enchanting  portrait  of  some  anonymous  beauty  whose  "tender  young 
charms"  have  thus  been  so  delightfully  immortalized,  one  notices  the  very 
beautiful  life-size  stone  statute  of  Madame  du  Barry  by  Pajou,  identical  with 
the  marble  of  the  Louvre  and  of  the  highest  artistic  interest.  The  last  feminine 
figure  of  the  collection  is  that  of  ha  Guimard,  the  great  dancer  whose  superb 
plaster  bust  by  Merchi,  signed  and  dated  1789,  evokes  one  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque and  scandalous  figures  of  the  eighteenth  century  Paris.  .  .  . 

Only  two  relatively  modern  works  are  included  in  the  collection;  but 
they  bear  the  signatures  of  two  of  the  greatest  sculptors  of  all  time.  One 
is  an  excellent  cast  of  he  hion  et  le  Serpent  by  Barye  which  was  made  for 
the  painter  Dinet  by  Barye  himself.  The  other  is  a  bronze  bust  which  served 
as  the  prepartory  study  for  Rodin's  celebrated  work  U Homme  au  Nez  Casse 
which,  presented  to  the  Jury  of  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts,  won  for  Rodin 
his  non-admission  to  this  Academy,  and  was  later  refused  by  the  Salon 
of  1864! 

As  will  be  gleaned  from  this  brief  resume,  the  Collection  of  Madame 
Piazza-Chaigneau  forms  a  very  rare  and  fine  ensemble  of  characteristic  works 
by  the  greatest  masters  of  French  sculpture  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth 
centuries.

This  portrait  was  apparently  in- 
spired by  a  painting  from  life  attributed  to  Bronzino,  of  which  there  is 
a  copy  in  the  gallery  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society.

Inherited  by  the  great  violinist, 
Joachim,  one  of  Beulwitz's  descendants,  and  acquired  from  Joachim's 
family  by  the  present  owner.

This  bust  the  celebrated 
sculptor  presented  in  vain  to  gain  admission  to  the  Ecole  des  Beaux 
Arts,  where  he  never  gained  admission.  It  was  also  received  at  the 
Salon  of  1864.  This  study  belonging  to  Madame  Piazza-Chaigneau 
is  a  cire  perdue  bronze  of  very  fine  quality,  due  to  the  late  founder 
Alexis  Rudier,  who  was  one  of  Rodin's  favorite  founders."  This 
quotation,  like  all  others  cited  in  this  catalogue,  is  given  in  transla- 
tion.

Note:  Georges  Giacometti  in  his  treatise  emphasizes  the  unique  details 
in  portraiture,  the  coarse  and  semi-coarse  quality  of  the  plaster,  the 
original  engobe,  the  obvious  retouching  by  the  tools  of  Houdon,  the 
Q  Q  '  remarkable  suppleness  of  execution  of  wig,  jabot,  and  other  acces- 
sories. He  expresses  regret  at  not  having  known  of  this  beautiful 
plaster  before  writing  his  monumental  opus  on  Houdon,  in  which 
he  would  have  given  his  readers  the  benefit  of  most  interesting  obser- 
vations based  upon  his  examination  of  this  bust. 

Leon  Andre  states:  "I  believe  this  plaster  to  be  the  work  of 
Houdon's  studio.  It  still  bears  the  rose-colored  traces  of  glue  stain 
with  which  all  the  original  examples  were  coated.  It  was  stripped  of 
its  paint  but  has  preserved  its  finesse  of  modeling."

PLASTER.  The  density  of  the  plaster,  the  weight,  so  superior  to  the 
piece  molds,  the  lack  of  resonance,  add  to  the  impressive  ensemble 
which  constitutes  the  great  interest  to  be  attached  to  this  remarkable 
bust."

line  group  of  English  seventeenth  ami  eighteenth  century  furniture  been 
offered  at  these  Galleries. 

The  collection,  which  comprises  the  furnishings  of  Mr.  S.  Vernon 
Mann's  residence  at  Great  Neck,  Long  Island,  and  of  the  town  apartment, 
is  exceedingly  rich  in  mahogany  furniture  of  the  Chippendale  period  and 
carved  oak  and  walnut  of  the  Carolean,  William  and  Mary,  and  Queen 
Anne  periods.  Besides  this,  there  is  some  satinwood  and  painted  furniture 
ol  a  quality  rarely  seen  at  auction  sale. 

Representative  of  the  periods  mentioned  are  the  James  I  carved  oak 
court  cupboard  [No.  170]  and  the  Elizabethan  buffet  [No.  354],  the  latter 
distinguished  by  inlaid  decoration;  six  differently  carved  Carolean  and 
James  II  high-backed  chairs  in  walnut  [Nos.  342,  343,  102,  103,  and  148] 
illustrating  the  influence  of  the  great  French  designer,  Daniel  Marot,  on 
English  domestic  crafts  at  this  time;  a  carved  mahogany  and  upholstered 
armchair  [No.  348]  of  the  'lion  mask'  period  (1735-45),  which  may  be 
said  to  represent  the  ultimate  achievement  in  chair  carving,  unsurpassed 
throughout  the  century.

glass,  and  some  Georgian  silver  round  out  this  important  privately  owned 
collection.
